10c “Fur Resources” Issue 


On the 2nd of October, 1950, a 
newly designed 10-cent postage 
stamp will be issued. The postage 
stamp will be of a slightly stylized 
design which will publicize Canada’s 
fur resources. The design depicts an 
Indian woman hanging up beaver 
skins mounted on stretchers to dry 
for the market. In the background 
appears an Indian wigwam, the norn- 
al shelter used by these natives in 
the sparsely settled areas of Can- 
ada. The design was created by art- 
ists of the National Film Board of 
Canada and the Canadian Bank Note 





Company. 
The new issue postage stamp will 
replace the current 10c postage 


stamp which depicts a lake scene in 
the Northwest Territories. It is ex- 
pected that the new design 10-cent 
stamp will be in use for some years 
to come. The new stamp will be the 
same size as the current 10-cent 
stamp, approximately 1%” x 1”, will 
be Brown in colour, and will be 
available in panes of 50 stamps each. 

The new stamp will be placed on 
sale at the principal Canadian Post 
Offices on the 2nd October. Orders 
for this issue in selected mint con- 
dition may be sent to the Philatelic 
Section, Financial Branch, Post Of- 
fice Department, Ottawa, Canada.

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Red River Rebellion Soldier’s Letter 


I oft times think of the many pleas- 
ant evenings I spent in the store, 


and attending our place of worship 
on the Sabbath day. 


You will see by the heading of this 
letter that we have arrived at Fort 
William. The men have hard work 
since they came here but still they 
go into the work courageously. We 
are building a stockade fort for the 
protection of the ammunition and 
stores to be left here. We intend 
starting from here about 1st July. 
We will then go in brigades of boats, 
9 boats to a company, each boat to 
contain two voyageurs, 1 cockswain, 
ten men and an officer, making 14 
men in each boat. 

In addition to this each boat will 
take 2 tons weight of provisions and 
stores and, after delivering them at 
the nigh end of the nearest portage 
they will return back to the nearest 
end of the portage in rear. So you 
see that the boats will have to tra- 
verse the ground three times. I think 
it will be well on to 1st November 
before we reach our destination. 

The troops here enjoy good health 
notwithstanding they have very hard 
work. The Captain of our Company 
has been very sick in hospital for 
the last ten days but he is fast re- 
covering. There are others of the 
officers sick. I stand it very well so 
far. I am doing better than I ex- 
pected. I can stand it as well as any 
I see. I think No. 1 Co. with ours 
will soon start as I believe it is in- 
tended that they shall lead the ex- 
pedition. 

I was out yesterday at the silver 
mines about 5 miles from here. I 
obtained some good specimens of 
Silver ore and some excellent ame- 
thysts which I intend sending back 
in my trunk to Collingwood. 

Since I commenced this letter the 
troops have been ordered out to skir- 
mish in the woods and such another 
hard day I never put in. We skir- 
mished nearly two miles of country, 
up perpendicular precipices, over 
large streams, rolling across burnt 
logs, fighting mosquitoes, and as the 
whole forest has of late been over- 
run with fire and brushing off the 
sweat and flies with our black hands, 


Are letters from old covers inter- 
esting? queries a correspondent and 
encloses a copy of one. Often they 
are; sometimes they are pathetic. 
We have seen such covering pioneer 
times detailing hardships almost un- 
believable today. Others cover 
brighter incidents. One we remember 
dwelt on a bar bill contracted by a 
convivial client of an old-time tav- 
ern. Another enclosed a one pound 
note and asked that it be applied on a 
threatened mortgage foreclosure. 
This came to us, both the pound 
note and letter to be added to our 
numismatic collection. We often 
wondered what happened about the 
mortgage. But by far the most of 
these letters are too personal to see 
the light of print. The one, however, 
reproduced below is different as it 
deals with an incident in a historical 
event. We quote our correspondent: 


The cover of the Mulvey letter, 
copy of which I send you, was ap- 
parently cancelled by a postmaster 
(?) by pen “Thunder Bay, 26 June, 
1870.” The stamp is the copper red, 
12 x 12. The cancellations on the 
back are Hamilton, Ont., Jly 1, 1870 
and Oneida, U.C., Jly 1, 1870, Boggs 
type IVj. 

Apparently Mulvey was with Col. 
Garnet Wolseley’s expedition to quell 
the Red River Rebellion. According 
to Helena K. Reeves in “In the 
Shadow of the Sleeping Giant” his 
troops and supplies were unloaded 
at “The Landing” and Wolseley 
christened it “Prince Arthur's Land- 
ing.” Later with the building of the 
railway it was changed to Port 
Arthur. She says the military camp 
was set up near the present site 
of the Prince Arthur Hotel and that 
some of the heavy equipment left be- 
hind is still resting in what is now 
Quetico Park.

My Dear Mr. Mutchmore: 
Having a few moments of leisure 
I take the opportunity of dropping 
you a line, and if I have not written 
you before this it was not for want 
of consideration but because I have 
written so many letters. I assure you

was damaged by the Red River flood, 
he saved his stock. Quoting from the 
letter: 

“As the carpenters want to move 
in to rebuild the house and repair 
damage in the office I'm closing up 
and taking the family on a vacation 
by car until September. 

Outside of damage to house and 
office I lost no stock but everything 
was moved twice. The last time by 
a crew of 30 volunteers so 1 now 
hunt and peek through a freight car 
load of effects and continually pull 
out letters that needed attention 
months ago. Its a great life but 
things will get back to normal by 
winter.” 





NEW AIR LETTER 


Postmaster General G. Edouard 
Rinfret announced early in August 
that a newly designed 10c Canada 
Air Letter form would be released 
to Post Offices for general sale with- 
in the month. 

The new Air Letter form will re- 
place the 10c form in current use 
when the supply of the latter is ex- 
hausted. The new design form will 
be printed with a large-size oblong 
postage stamp measuring approxim- 
ately 1% in. x % in. which displays 
a typical aeroplane now used for 
transporting mail flying over a small 
rural hamlet. Opposite the postage 
stamp the large oblong block found 
on current issues of this form has 
been replaced by the winged crest 
of the Canadian Air Mail Service. 
The whole of the address quarter of 
the form has been enclosed fn a 
heavy block border. The colours of 
the paper stock and printing are the 
same as used on the current 10c 
form, grey and blue. 
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we returned fagged out, a regular 
regiment of negroes. You may tell 
Thornton that we must have been 
pretty badly used up when several 
of the officers could not tell their 
own companies. 

We have church service here every 
Sabbath regular under the Rev. 
Stewart Patterson, Chaplain to the 
forces. 90 per cent of the officers 
are members of the Church of Eng- 
land. We employ our spare time in 
learning to telegraph by signals in 
the boats. 

Now as I feel tired and am writing 
on the ground, I will conclude for the 
present and desiring to be remem- 
bered to Thornton and all the child- 
ren and say to them that I often 
think of them and I hope they like 
their new teacher better than me. 

And I hope you will tell Mrs. Mul- 
vey that I am well; that I generally 
write her a few letters every mail, 
in fact I write all told about a dozen 
every mail that goes out, and Mr. 
Mutchmore as you will always know 
my address as long as Mrs. Mulvey 
remains there let her have whatever 
you think is reasonable in the store 
and you need only drop me a line and 
I will send you a cheque on the bank 
as I have only to call on the pay- 
master for a cheque any time and I 
can have it. Over and beyond my 
expenses I will be able to spare as 
much as I was getting in Ballsville 
(Oneida), $2.47 a day with a little 
extras is my pay. 

The longer I am here the more 1 
like it and, from what I hear, the 
Red River exceeds all our expecta- 
tions as it is a better country than 
I expected. 

Desiring specially to be remember- 
ed to Mrs. Mutchmore and all the 
little ones, I am for the present,

Editor’s Note: — Mutchmore was 
postmaster at Oneida P.O., Ont., and 
from context of above letter appar- 
ently also operated a store. It also 
appears that Mulvey had been a 
school-teacher. 


STOCK UNDAMAGED 


A letter from Mr. K. Bileski, Win- 
nipeg, received early in August re- 
ports that while his house and office 
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field there is no issue in Canada that 
approaches the Georges in possibili- 
ties. You not only have many plates, 
but the added feature of different 
types of imprints and numbers some 
of which seem to be extremely dif- 
ficult to locate. Then, too, you have 
the machining or lathe work that 
appeared on the bottom of sheets for 
a period of several years, and in 
several types. Who said that Twen- 
tieth Century Canada holds no in- 
terest for the specialist?” 

September, 1950, brings to mind 
the fact that in September 1951 will 
be celebrated the centenary of the 
first Canadian postage stamps. All 
Canadian collectors should get be- 
hind “Capex” and help make it a 
success. It has an able group of of- 
ficers including one of our outstand- 
ing plate block authorities in the 
person of Dr. C. M. Jepheott, who is 
secretary. Annual membership costs 
only two dollars; there is also a sus- 
taining membership at $10 and life 
membership at $25. 

Let's hope the Post Office Depart- 
ment brings out a set of stamps for 
the occasion. This is definitely the 
biggest thing since 1939. Another set 
like the Royal Visits would be most 
acceptable to plate block collectors! 
And in closing I would like to men- 
tion we all owe the Department a 
vote of thanks for the new list, 
showing which stamps are without 
plate numbers. (I was especially in- 
terested to note the three cent red 
of the War Issue had been sold out, 
as far as plate blocks are concerned. 
It should now come into its own, as 
a desirable item.) Good work, Mr. 
Carpenter!

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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 








I don’t often stray from the plate 
block path in this column, but my 
title gives me a little leeway, and 
on this occasion 1 intend to use it. 
The fact that this is the first issue 
of Popular Stamps to appear since 
its separation from the  C.P.S. 
prompts me to some speculation on 
the motives and results of this move 
on the part of the latter group. Per- 
sonally, I think it most ill-advised 
and am gratified to find this opinion 
shared by some of Canada's leading 
philatelists, with whom it has been 
my good fortune to become acquaint- 
ed. I have deep misgivings about the 
permanence of the “Canadian Phila- 
telist." Will it be as ephemeral as 
the many other philatelic publica- 
tions which have fallen by the way- 
side in the past several years? What 
will be the effect on the fortunes of 
the C.P.S. of this change? Time will 
tell. 

A more cheerful development is 
the success being achieved by the 
new plate block group of the 
B.N.A.P.S. The energetic secretary, 
Mr. Arch Millar has sent out to all 
members a mimeographed list of all 
Canadian plate numbers for checking 
and correction, and this will be the 
basis of other projects. I strongly 
urge all plate block fans who are not 
already members of B.N.A.P.S. to 
join it, and become members of this 
group. I shall be glad to send an 
application form to anyone desiring 
it. 

Speaking of the B.N.A.P.S. re- 
minds me of the fine article by 
Harry W. Tassey on Breaking up the 
Georges, which appeared in the July- 
August issue of Topics. I liked espe- 
cially the following lines: “We hear 
a lot these days of the so-called in- 
vestment opportunities in certain 
stamps but the best investment any- 
one can make is to learn through 
studying his stamps the ones that 
are scarce and pick them up before 
they are advertised as being rare.”

Ganadian Pot - Pourri 
By Phil Atel 





As mentioned in another column 
we are promised a commemorative 
set of Canada postage stamps in 
1951 to mark the transfer of the 
Canadian P.O. to the Canadian gov- 
ernment, after having been under the 
authority of the British P.O., rather 
than to commemorate the first Can- 
ada postage stamp, which appeared 
in April, 1851. 

Though the P.O.D. hasn't commit- 
ted itself other than to state that a 
set of stamps are to be issued, some- 
one out on the West Coast has haz- 
arded that there is to be four stamps 
and going further than that comes 
up with the following: 

“As a concession to philatelists 
and to the centenary of the first 
stamp, the 4c value will be practic- 
ally a replica of the Beaver, printed 
in red. 

All the stamps will be of low value, 
the other values featuring the “then, 
and now” motif. The first will show 
on one side a mail-carrying train of 
100 years ago, with 
stream-liner on the other. The next 
will depict a birch-bark canoe, with 
a modern liner opposite for compari- 
son. The third will feature a stage 
coach beside a mail plane. 

The issue will appear in September 
1951, to coincide with the Capex op- 
ening, so will not exactly match the 
date of our first stamps.”

STAMPS FOR CENTENNIAL 

The Postmaster General recently 
announced that the Post Office De- 
partment is designing postage 
stamps to be issued in September, 
1951. The year 1951 marks the cen- 
tennial of the transfer of the admin- 
istration of the postal services from 
the Imperial Government of Great 
Britain to the Colonial Governments 
of British North America, and also 
the centennial of the first postage 





stamp issue of the latter govern- 
ments. 
The  Postmaster General stated 


that the postage stamps will be re- 
leased during the International Phil- 
atelic Exhibition to be held in To- 
ronto in September, 1951. This ex- 
hibition will be held under the 
auspices of the Canadian Association 
for Philatelic Exhibitions, a non- 
profit organization of stamp collec- 
tors from all across Canada. The 
Governor General, His Excellency 
Viscount Alexander, and the Lt. Gov- 
ernors of the ten Provinces are 
patrons. First Day Covers prepaid 
with these special postage stamps 
will be cancelled at the Exhibition 
on the First Day of Issue of the 
stamps and despatched from  To- 
ronto. The First Day of Issue will 
coincide with the opening date of the 
Exhibition, the 21st of September, 
1951. 

The Post Office Department is 
preparing special philatelic displays 
to be shown at the Exhibition. Many 
stamp rarities will be exhibited by 
collectors from Canada, the United 
States, Great Britain and many oth- 
er countries.

CHRISTOPHER H. GOULDEN 


In last issue we were able only 
to make brief mention of the sudden 
passing away on July 9th of Chris- 
topher Healy Goulden, proprietor of 
Century Stamp Co., Montreal, fami- 
liarly known to stamp fans as Chris. 
Goulden. This issue we wish to say 
something about the late Mr. Goulden 
not so generally known to our read- 
ers. Aged 74 at time of his death, he 
was born in Montreal, son of the late 
James Goulden and Mary Jane Healy. 
From stamp collecting interests of 
his youth grew The Century Stamp 
Co., established 50 years ago. Widely 
known among the stamp fraternity 
he was highly regarded for his in- 
tegrity and courteous treatment in 
business relations. Quiet and unas- 
suming he yet had many interests in 
his private life, it is not generally 
known that he was a leading light in 
swimming sports, one of Canada's 
least publicized athletic activities. 
For more than 60 years he was an 
active member and supporter of the 
Montreal Swimming Club and an 
honorary club president. He was one 
of the founders of the Canadian Am- 
ateur Swimming Association and its 
president for seven years; also ac- 
tively officiating as National Chair- 
man of Diving for 30 years. He 
founded the Canadian Aquatic Polo 
Association and was a co-founder of 
the Royal Life-Saving Society. In 
home life he was a member of Mon- 
treal West Horticultural Society and 
was much interested in his garden 
which won many prizes. He was a 
member of the M.A.A.A. and also of 
the council of the town of Barkmere

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sion. Such recognition properly be- 
longs to the Town of Petrolia, Lamb- 
ton County, Ontario, where petrol- 
eum was first discovered in Canada 
about 1861. According to informa- 
tion outlined in Victor Lauriston’s 
Book on Lambton County’s Hundred 
Years, namely 1849-1949, the first 
Post Office in the district was known 
as Enniskillen and in the early days 
the mail was left at a tavern near 
the corner of the present Main 
Street and the Oil Springs-Wyoming 
road and was handled by the inn- 
keeper and his daughter. 

When Petrolia was incorporated as 
a.town in 1873, Patrick Barclay was 
named Postmaster. Petrolia became 
famous for its production of crude 
oil, not only in Canada, but also the 
United States. Even American boom- 
ers, bankers and business men came 
to Petrolia to get some of the gravy. 
Not only did the town become fam- 
ous, so did its people. So much so, 
oil drillers, the men that knew the 
business were in great demand for 
service in the oil fields located in 
foreign lands such as Persia, Java, 
Borneo, Sumatra, Africa, South Am- 
erica and many other countries. 

The writer became a stamp col- 
lector, how? going from door to door 
of the homes of these drillers and 
begging the stamps off their letters. 
This happened away back over 50 
years ago. 

It is the contention of the under- 
signed that due to the fact Petrolia 
in 1961 will reach one hundred years 
of oil production, the town should be 
honored by the Post Office Depart- 
ment of the Dominion of Canada 
with a stamp commemorating a most 
remarkable record. During the per- 
iod mentioned Petrolia can boast of 
having as its citizens many very 
prominent men, any one of which 
would be a very befitting subject for 
such a stamp. Any collectors inter- 
ested, please communicate with the 
undersigned.

Overprinting For Government Use 


For the past year the P.O.D. has 
overprinted with the letters “O.H.M. 
S." those stamps that are sold to 
Government Departments for use on 
official government mail. It has been 
found that these letters, which are 
an abbreviation for “On His Maj- 
esty’s Service” are misleading as they 
are generally associated with the 
free use of the mails. The use of the 
letters ‘O.H.M.S.” will be discontin- 
ued and they will be replaced by the 
single letter “G”. Stamps overprinted 
with the letter “G” will be sold to 
Government Departments when the 
regular supply of those stamps over- 
printed “O.H.M.S.” becomes exhaust- 
ed. The postage stamps being over- 
printed with the letter “G” are:—
